For this policy, so far as the government has sanc¬ 
tioned it, the Democratic party avows itself responsible. 
Everywhere complaint against it is denounced, and its 
opponents prescribed. When Kansas was writhing under 
the wounds of incipient, servile war, becanse of her 
resistance, the Democratic press deridiDgly said, “ let her 
bleed! ” Official integrity has been cause for rebuke and 
pnnishmeDt, when it resisted frauds designed to promote 
the extension of slavery. Throughout the whole Repub¬ 
lic there is not one known dissenter from that policy re¬ 
maining in place, if within the reach of the executive 
arm. Nor over the face of the whole world is there to 
be found one representative of onr country who is not 
apologist of the extension of slavery. 

It is in America that these things have happened. _ 
the nineteenth century, the era of the world’s greatest 
progress, and while all nations but ourselves have been 
either abridging or altogether suppressing commerce in 
men; at the very moment when the Russian serf is eman¬ 
cipated, and the Georgian captive, the Nubian prisoner 
and the Abyssinian savage are lifted np to freedom by 
the successor of Mobammed. The world, prepossessed in 
onr behalf by our early devotion to the rights of human 
nature, as no nation ever before engaged its respect and 
sympathies, asks, in wonder and amazement, what all this 
demoralization means ? It has an excuse better than the 
world can imagine, better than we are generally conscious 
of ourselves, a virtnons excuse. We have loved not free¬ 
dom so mueh less, but the Union of our country so much 
more. We have been made to believe, from time to time, 
that, in a crisis, both of CEese'preciohs rbstftu lions could 
t be Hived together, and therefore we have, from time 
time, surrendered safeguards of freedom to propitiate 
the loyalty of capital, and stay its hands from doing vio¬ 
lence to the Union. The true state of the case, however, 
onght not to be a mystery to ourselves. Prescience, in¬ 
deed, is not given to statesmen; bnt we are without 
excuse when we fail to apprehend the logic of current 
events. Let parties, or the government, choose or do 
what they may, the people of the United States do not 
prefer wealth to liberty, capital to labor, African slaves 
to white freemen, in the national Terr tories and in future 
States. That question has never been distinctly recog¬ 
nized or acted on by them. The Republican party em¬ 
bodies tbe popular protest and reaction against a policy 
which has been fastened upon the nation by surprise, and

It often, perhaps 
Xnmillv happens, however, that in considering tbe sub- 
Er „[ slavery, society seems to overlook the natural 
£»bt or personal interest of tbe slave himself, and to act 
exclusively for the welfare of tbe citizen. Bat this fact 
does not materially affect ultimate results, for the elemen- 
fcn question of the rightfulness or wrongfulnesa of Blavery 
inheres in every form that discussion concerning it as- 
inmes. What is just to one claes of men can never be 
injurious to any other; und what is unjust to any condi¬ 
tion of persons in a State is necessarily injurious in some 
degree to the whole community. Ad economical ques¬ 
tion early arises oat of tbe subject of slavery—labor 
either of freemcD or of slaves is tbe cardinal necessity of] 
lociety. Some States choose tbe One bind, some tbe 
other. Hence two municipal systems widely different 
wise. Tbe slave State strikes down and affects to ex¬ 
tinguish the personality of the laborer, not only as a 
member of the political body, but also as a parent, Hus¬ 
band, child, neighbor or friend. He thus becomes, in a 
political view, merely property, without moral capacity, 
and without domestic, moral and social relations, duties, 
rights and remedies—a chattel,an object of bargain,sale, 
gift inheritance or theft. His earnings are compensated 
and his wrongs atbned, not to himself, but to his owner. 

The State protects not tbe slave as a man, but the capi¬ 
tal of another moo, which he represents. On tbe other 
hand, the State which rejects slavery encourages and 
animates and invigorates the laborer by maintaining and 
developing bis natural personality in all the rights and 
faculties of manhood, and generally with the privileges of 
citizenship. In the one ease capital invested in slaves 
becomes a great political force, while in the other labor , 
thus elevated and enfranchised becomes the dominating | 
political power. It thus happens that we muy, for con¬ 
venience sake, and not inaccurately, call slave States 
capital States, and free States labor States. 

So soon as a State feels the impulse of commerce or 
enterprise or ambition, its citizens begin to Btudy the effects 
ol these systems of capital and labor respectively on its 
intelligence, its virtue, its tranquillity, its liberty, its hap- 
pioess, its aggrandizement and its fame. In other words, 
the great question arises, whether slavery is a moral, 
social aDd political good, or a moral, social and political 
evil. This is the slavery question at home. But there 
is & mutual bond of unity and brotherhood between man 
and man throughout tbe world. Nations examine freely 
tbe political systems of each other, and of all preceding 
times, and accordingly as they approve or disapprove of 
tbe two systems of capital and labor respectively they 
•auction and prosecute or condemn and prohibit com¬ 
merce in men. Thus, in one way or in another, the slavery 
question, which so many amongBt us, who are more willing 
to rule than patient in Btudyiog tbe conditions of society, 
think is a merely accidental or unnecessary question that 
might and ought to be settled and dismissed at once, is, 
on tbe contrary, a world-wide and enduring subject of 
political consideration and civil administration. Men, 
states and nations entertain it, not voluntarily, but be- 
ciuee the progress of society continually brings it into 
'heir way. They divide upon it, not perversely, but be¬ 
cause, owing to differences of constitution, condition or 
circumstances, they cannot agree.

But we do not seek to force, or even to intrude, onr 
system on you. We are excluded justly, wisely aDd con¬ 
tentedly from all political power and responsibility in 
your capital States. You are sovereign on the subject 
of slavery within your own borders, as we are on tbe 
me subject within our borders. It is well and wisely 
arranged. Use your authority to maintain what sys¬ 
tem you please. We are not distrust fa! of the result. 
We have wisely, as we think, exercised ours to protect 
and perfect tbe manhood of the members of the State. 
The whole sovereignty upon domestic concerns within 
the Union is divided between ns by unmistakable boun¬ 
daries. Yon have your fifteen distinct parts; we eigh¬ 
teen parts, equally distinct. Each most be maintained 
in order that the whole may be preserved. If ours shall 
be assailed, within or without, by any enemy, or for any 
cause, and we shall have need, we shall expect you to 
defend it If yours shall be so assailed, in tbe emergency, 
matter wbat the cause or tbe pretext, or who tbe foe, 

_ shall defeod your sovereignty as tbe equivalent of oar 
own. We carniot, indeed, accept yoor system of capital 
its ethics. That would be to surrender and subvert 
__r own, which we esteem to be better. Besides, if we 
could, what Deed for any division into States at all ? 
You are equally at liberty to reject our system aDd its 
ethics, aDd to maintain the superiority of yciur own by a . 
the forces of persuasion and argument. We mosi, indeed, 
mutually discuss both systems. All the world discusses 
all systems. Especially must we discuss them since we 
bave to decide as a nation which of the two we ought 
ingraft on the new and future States growing up in t I 
great public domaiD. Discussion then being unavoidable, 
wbat could be more wise than to conduct it with mutnal 
toleration and in a fraternal spirit ? 

Yon complain that Republicans discourse too boldly 
and directly, when they express with confidence their 
belief that the system of labor will, in tbe end, be univer¬ 
sally accepted by tbe capital States, acting for themselves, 
and in conformity with their own Constitutions, while 
they sanction too unreservedly books designed to advo¬ 
cate emancipation. But surely you can hardly expect 
the Federal Government or the political parties of tbe 
nation to maintain a censorship of the press or of debate. 
The theory of onr system is that error of opinion may 
in ail cases safely be tolerated where reason is left free to 
combat it. Will it be claimed that more of moderation 
aDd tenderness in debate sure exhibited on y onr sideoftbe 
great argument than onr own?

it cannot stop; it was made not to stop, but to keep in 
motion—in motion always, and without force. For my 
own part, as this wonderfal machine, when it had Dewly 
come from the bands of its almost divine inventors, was 
the admiration of my earlier years, although it was then 
but imperfectly knowD abroad, so now, when it forms tbe 
central fizure in the economy of tba wo: Id Is civilisation, 
and the best sympathies of mankind favor its continuance, 

I expect that it wifi Btand and work right on until men 
shall fear its failure do more than we now apprehend that 
the sun will cease to bold bis eternal place in the heavens. 

Nevertheless, I do not expect to see this purely popu¬ 
lar though majestic system always working on unattended 
by the presence and exhibition of human temper and 
human passions. That would be to expect to enjoy ~- 
wards, benefits, and blessings, without labor, care a 
watchfulness—an expectation contrary to divine appoint¬ 
ment. These are tbe discipline of tbe American citizen, 
and he must inure himself to it. When, as now, a great 
policy, fastened upon the country through its doubts and 
fears, confirmed by its habits, and strengthened by perso¬ 
nal interests and ambitions, is to be relaxed and changed, 
in order that tbe nation may have its jnst, and natural, 
and free developments, then, indeed, all tbe winds of con¬ 
troversy are let loose upon ns from all points of tbs politi¬ 
cal compass, we see objects and men only through mazes, 
mists and donbtfol and lnrid lights. Tbe earth seems to 
be heaving under onr feet, and the pillars of the noble 
fabric that protects us to be trembling before our eyes. I 
But tbe appointed end of all this agitation cornea at last, 
and always seasonably ; the tumults of tbe people sub¬ 
side ; the country becomes calm once more; and then we 
fiiid that only onr senses bave been disturbed, and that 
I they have Strayed ns. The earth is firm as always 
before, and the wonderfal structure, for whose safety we 
bave feared so anxiously, now more firmly fixed than ever, 
still stands unmoved, enduring and immovable.

TESTIMONY OF GEORGE L. STEARNS. 

Gkobor L Stearns, of Boston, was before the Senate 
Brown Raid Committee, Feb. 24, and testified os follows: 

I did not take any active interest in tbe Kansas affairs 
until tbe attack on Lawrence and the destruction of tbe 
hotel and other private property in that town ronsed me 
to the importance of active exertion in behalf of that por¬ 
tion of our fellow-citizens who were thus assailed. T’’*' 
assault on Charles Sumner in the Senate chamber 
Washington, which followed cloeely on the attack 
Lawrence, at once determined me to devote all my ener¬ 
gies to the work of making Kansas a free State, and I 
:—~n.t e iy W ent to the Boston committee for the relief 

__jfferers in Kansas, and offered my services. _ I 

worked for them until June of that year, and then, being 
willing to devote all my time to the cause, was made 
chairman of the State Kansas Committee of Massachu¬ 
setts, which took the place of the first named committee, 
and continned the work throngbont the 8tate. In five 
months, including August and December of that year, I 
raised through my agents about forty-eight thousand 
dollars, and in the same time my wife commenced the 
formation of eociotioa Coy eontrihniionfl of clothing,.which 
resulted in sendiug from twenty to thirty thousand‘dollars 
more in supplies of various kinds. In January, 1857, 
work was stopped by advices from Kansas that no n. 
contributioDS were needed, except for defence. If we had 
not been thus stopped, our arrangements then made would 
have enabled us to collect ODe hundred thousand dollars 
in the next six months. Soon after onr committee bad 
commenced work—I think in August, 1856—a messenger 
from Kansas, who bad to travel through Iowa, for the 
Missouri river was then closed by tbe Missourians to all 
free State travellers, came to us, asking earnestly for arms 
and ammunition for tbe defence of tbe free State party. 
Our committee met tbe next day, and immediately voted 
to send two hundred Sharp’s rifles and the necessary 
quantity of amumnitioD, which were procured 
ihfl K„iinnal Kansas Committee at Chieae 


1859, to get funds; saw him several times at the United 
States Hotel, and at Dr. Howe’s office, aDd once at a dob 
dinner at the Parker Hook ; understood he went there 
for funds; tbe dinner was over before I went in.

In answer to Jefferson Davis, Mr. Stearns said : The 
Parker House is a hotel where vou can get the best din- 
ners, iodadiDg all the rarities, cooked in the best manner ;

_o to Parker’s; I don’t know that the dub has any par¬ 
ticular name; tbe dinners are usually called “ Bird's din¬ 
ners ”; saw several persons there; I remember only F. 
W. Bird and Dr. Howe ; did not know that Brown in¬ 
tended to invade any State; knew that he intended to 
tree slaves, as be did in Kansas, and nse force if necessary ; 
never had correspondence with John Brown, Jr.; bad not 

-John Brown since May, 1859, or corresponded with 

since that time. The question was asked Stearns if 
money was contributed by any members of the United 
States government ? The answer was that tbe money 
was mostly contributed by laboring men in tbe lower 
walks of life, in socus of from ten cents to as many dollars; 
don’t think any members of Congress or United States 
officials contributed to onr fends. 

Mr. Fitch objected to admitting that portion of Mr. 
Stearns's testimony referring to tbe assault on Sumner 
attack on Lawrence, bnt Mr. Collamer insisted 
. was proper, inasmnch as it showed the motives 
which incited Steams to action. Tbe majority finally 
ruled it out, aod refused to allow it to go on tbe record. 

Mr. Collamer aaked Mr. Stearns if he approved of the 
transaction at Harper’s Ferry, to which he answered that 
be should have disapproved of it if be bad known of it at 
the time, bnt that he bad since changed his opinion. He 
said be believed John Brown to be the representative 
man of this centnry, as Washington was of tbe last; be 
believed tbe affair at Harper's Feny aod tbe capacity for 
self-government shown by the Italians in 1859 to be tbe 
great events of the age: tbe one will free Europe, and 
the other America. Mr. Stearns said he wished to in- 
elude in his testimony a copy of his letter to John Brown 
dated Boston, May 7,1857, as evidence of his intention 
in sending arms to Kansas. He wished also to say that 
John Brown sent a message to him by bis counsel, Mr. 
Hoyt, that be (Brown) did not desire that aoy attempt 
should be made to rescoe him ; that, although be bad not 
passed his word, his relations with Mr. Avis, bis jailer, 
were such that be would not escape from tbe jail if be had 
an opportunity. Tbe following is the letter referred to 
by Mr. Stearns.

STARTLING DEVELOPMENTS. 

Corr®ipond«nee of Th* N. Y. Tim**. 

United States Ship Portsmouth, ) 

St. Path, de Loando, Tuesday, Dec. 20,1859. J 
It is now eight months since this ship left the United 
States, as a cruiser on the west coast of Africa for tbe 
space of two years, to form part of the squadron there 
maintained, in accordance with tbe treaty made by the 
United StatM with England, providing for the keeping 
of a certaiD number of guns distributed along that coast, 
in our national vessels, io order to suppress, and Dually 
exterminate, that most cruel, infernal and horrible traffic, 
the slave trade. 

In tbe making of a treaty of this kind, it ia to be sup¬ 
posed that it meaDt something more than a dead letter ; 
yet it seems, from the loose and indeterminate nature of 
the instructions giveD to our Daval officers, and tbe facility 
with which vessels are cleared io tbe United States, even 
if captured, that on tbe part of tbe United States it has 
been almost virtually inoperative to the suppression of 
the trade, beyond the mere presence of two or three ships, 
occasionally, at a few points along the coast Things 
have gone on to this way for years. The trade baa in¬ 
creased b .-yood measure; our flag has been aobject to con¬ 
tinual annoyance and anrveillacce from British cruisers, 
because our ships bave Dot been near to attend to tbeir 
duty, to fulfil tbeir obligations, to board and examtoe 
American ships, to take tbeir own prizes, and to keep io 
check the overbearing spirit of English officers. Conse¬ 
quently, everything is in confusion ; there are no united, 
harmonious, cooperative efforts made to suppress tbe 
trade, and our national reputatipn has suffered lamentably 
tn the eyes of England. 

Tbe few months’ experience we have had on the coast 
has not altogether been thrown away. It has thoroughly 
convinced tu that the whole slave coast is, we may say, 
lined with slavers, who are generally from New York, 
cleared from the Custom House, bringing all the appli¬ 
ances of the trade with them, and mananvering about on 
the coast, under various pretences and d sgutses of legal 
traffic; particularly under that most specious blind—the 
obtaining palm oil—until the favorable moment Aavmg 
arrived ihe cargo is shipped, and a few hours finds them 
out of danger, on the way to the West Indies. 

Much ignoranoe prevails at home to relation to the 
true state ol affairs on the coa3t. Tbe palm oil trade is 
supposed to be to a highly flouriahing coodiuou. We 
are told that tbe competition between English and Ame¬ 
rican merchants, to obtain poasewon of this trade, is so 
great that they are almost ready to cat each other’s 
throats, in tbeir eager desire to run one another off the 
coast; and that it is tbe policy of England, through ber 
navy, to Bnnoy American vessels so much that they will 
>t come for oil. This opinion is wholly false. 

In tbe first place, there are few or no English vessels 
engaged iu this oil trade. During eight mouths, we have 
seen but one; while, in tbe same period, we haveencoun- 
tered dozens of pretended American oil traders. Ihe 
English officers know of but three English legal traders 
on the slave coast. Again, the vessels we have examined 
bave generally been cleared from New York, for a period 
of seven to nine months, while, under favorable circum¬ 
stances, nearly two years, or more, would be required to 
fill the large casks they have, as the oil is obtained afowly, 
and to small quantities at a time. 

At tbe present time, too, oil is scarce, and at Ambriz 
•to which point these vessels clear, anchor for a few 
hours and then leave— there is none to be had, as we were 
informed by merchants there. Moreover, these vessels 
leave New York with tbe hold filled with tnaler-caeks, 
fell of fresh water, uoder the pretence of carrying tbe 
water for ballast, and on the coast pumpiog out the water 
and filliug tbem with oil. Now, tooler-casks aod oil-casM

have endured it. Ophthalmia breaks out; every new 
case is thrown overboard, uuder the supposition that the 

disease is contagious, and those who are dying meet the 
same fate. This is no fancy sketch. Only the other day 
a memorable instance of it came nnder our immediate 

observation. We will refer to it directly. 

Is not such a demoniacal traffic to be suppressed^ all 
hazards? . 

If we are really determined to suppress the trade, the 
next question ia, what means should be adopted? In 
addition to the necessity for the enactment of a law 
embracing the prohibitions before referred to, the govern¬ 
ment should employ on the slave coast a large force of 
small but efficient and swift steamers, in command of the 
most efficient officers who can be found in the navy, 
which should be stationed at different points, and have 
charge over and closely watch a certain extent of coast— 
thus making it impossible for slavers to leave it. And 
until this is done, the slave trade will never be suppressed. 

This squadron would be highly useful, not only in this 
way, but in another way, not less important; that is, in 
attending to the duty of searching American vessels, in 
preventing English navy officer $ from violating their 
positive orders not to interfere with American ships ; in 
protecting our legal traders from annoyance by them, in 
making our flag respected, and in securing to our own 
war vessels their own proper prizes. 

In a pamphlet by Commander A. Foote, of the United 
States Navy, on the subject of the African Squadron, he 
quotes as follows from the instructions to the senior officer 
of Her Britannic Majesty’s cruisers on the west coast of 
Africa, in relation to the Treaty of Washington : “ By 
the Commissioners for executing the office ef Lord High 
Admiral of Great Britain and Ireland, the commanding 
officers of Her Majesty’s ships on the African station will 
bear in mind that it is no part of their duty to capture or 
' i any way interfere with, vessels of the United 
i ether those vessels shall have slaves on board or 
od yet, in spite of these plain, positive, direct 
m the Admiralty, to our certain knowledge not 
omy uv .he English officers on the African station board, 
visit and interfere with vessels under American colors, 
detaining some of them, but they even capture them. An 
instance of this has but lately occurred, in the case of the 
brig Tavernier, of New York, captured by H. M. S. 
Viper, and sent to St. Helena for condemnation. We 
fell in with this brig near St. Paul de Loando, in charge 
of the first-lieutenant of the Viper. On being boarded, 
be said he could not give her np; that when first seen by 
the Viper, she was under American colors; but that 
when he pushed off Ilia boat from the Viper, to visit her 
(which he had no right to do), she hauled down the Ame¬ 
rican flag, and threw the papers overboard, denying her 
nationality on being questioned; consequently, be cap¬ 
tured her. Some of the English prize erew, however, 
stated to onr boat’s crew that the captaiD did not haul 
down his flag, but stuck to his colors until the English 
crew, or the boarding-officer himself, hauled them down. 
If this be true, the English officers here not only violated 
their positive orders, in connection with the treaty, but 
captured a lawful American prize, which they have not 
delivered np. Here they are detaining vessels on the 
coast, to hand over to American cruisers ; and yet, wbeD 
they happen to have slaves aboard, they keep them, and 
fill their own pockets with the prize-money. This money 
is, however, a secondary consideration in connection with 
this vitally important subject. 

The brig Tavernier had nearly six hundred slaves on 
board of her when captured. Most of them were mere 
children, from eight to sixteen years old, with some 
women, all naked. When visited by the officers of this 
ship, although in better condition than when captured, 
the scene was frightful. Some were dying, many sick, 
all miserable and suffering from the effects of cold, damp 
night air, producing bronchitis and cough. The officers 
were so horrified that they desire never again to look on 
such a scene. Now, these negroes will be sent from St. 
Helena to the West Indies, as apprentices, and their ulti¬ 
mate condition be bat little better than if they had pro¬ 
ceeded to their original destination; whereas, if deli¬ 
vered np to this ship, as they should have been, they 
would have been freed at Monrovia, their hearts glad¬ 
dened and nu de happy at the sight of their deliverers, as 
we saw in the case of some of those from the Echo. 

As an illustration of the address of these slavers, we 
may state that a slave captain in Loando said to ns that 
he would wager to inform the captain of a man-of-war 
that, within a certain fixed time, he would take a cargo of 
slaves from one of three named points on the coast, and 
that he would not be able to catch him. Thus we see 
wbat care, vigilance and efficiency are need'-’ *" —* 
down this vile work.

worse fate, in the liviDg death, the protracted torture, of 
life slavery ? Let the friends of freedom and humanity 
redouble their efforts ; let them demand that the Govern¬ 
ment, tbeir_ Senators and Representatives in Congress, 
shall inquire into this foul wrong, and clothe the proper 
persons with the power sufficient to exterminate every 
vestige of this diabolical Vandalism. Until this be done, 
our flag must incur the constant odium of being the pro¬ 
tector of it. We have seen instances, in which insult has 
been offered to that flag, of the proud spirit aud deter¬ 
mined energy that have resected it. Shall this Blave 
trade, this most nefarious piracy and murder, be carried 
on under that flag, and yet nothing be done to stop it, to 
protect that flag in its proper and legal relations, to 
maintain for it that high character we claim, to render 
null the charge of the English Government, that we 
observe our treaty stipulations simply in the letter, and 
not in the spirit, and hardly even that ? 

We have seen, by extracts from late papers, that even 
women of New York have capital invested in the trade. 
Gan this be ? If so, we can hardly believe they are 
American women. We can possibly conceive of such 
women as we have seen enjoying the last agonies of a 
dying bull, in his warm gore, in tbe arena, at a bull fight, 
engaging in such work ; but the mere supposition that 
American women conld be guilty of supplying the money 
to carry on, and of taking the profits arising from, the 
slave trade, as we have seen it here on the coast, is too 
monstrous for belief. 

With this we close. It is our earnest hope that some 
attention may be called to this important theme, and 
some decisive action taken in regard to it. Here is a 
chance for some one to distinguish himself. Who shall 
it be? - Justitla. 

From the St. Helena Herald, Jan. 5, 1860. 

That there is no diminution of the trade in slaves taken 
from West Africa to the Island of Cuba is a fact which 
receives confirmation but too often. And that the odious 
traffic is carried on under the protection and to the dese 
oration of the American flag is also a m03t glaring truth 
If any confirmation were wanting as to the verity of the 
above statements, we direct the attention of the querist 
to the examination which has lately been held at onr 
Police offiee relative to the nationality of the three per¬ 
sons who were permitted by Lieut.-Gommander Simpson, 
of Her Majesty’s steamer Pinto, to be landed here from 
the last slaver captured by him. 

The slaver captured by H. M. S. Pluto and brought 
to this port for adjudication on the 24th nit. was boarded 
by the U. S. 8. Mystic the month previous, and only a 
few days before the Pluto caught her. When the Mjstie 
boarded her, she had not then received her live cargo; 
but she bad everything prepared for so' doing. Still, there 
was nothin* in her but wbat was on her manifest, except 
that the casks (168 in number) were filed with water 
iustad of heing partially filled. The captain of the 
Mystic knew that such evidence of her slaving mtention 
was not enough to cause him to seize her, and he con¬ 
tented himself with watching her motions. 

It was about this time that the American flag-officer 
on the coast sent for tbe Mystic on particular service, and 
while absent the Orion took a cargo of 900 slaves and 
was proceeding on her voyage when the Pluto took her. 
The capture took place in lat. 4° 15i south, and long. 9 
30 1 east. At daylight on the morning of the 30th ot 
November, the Pluto discovered the bark about 6 miles 
off, with all sail set, standing northward. Chase was 
given, and about 8 a. m. the commander of the Pluto 
came up with, boarded and seized her. She had no colors 
flying at that time, and her name was painted over. Mr. 
Limb, R. N., who came up in charge, makes affidavit 
that she had no name, and that there were no papers of 
any description found on board which could iu the least 
tend to discover her nationality. By a careful observa¬ 
tion of her stern the words “ Orion of New York’’can 
be seen through the paint put over to hide them. At the 
time of her capture she bad on board 6j4 mle, aD d 200 
female negroes.
